Violence Is 
Resorted To 


Strikers, on Picket Duty About 


Glass Plant, Attack and Beat 
Two Men Tuesday Night-Hurry 
Call for Police 


Tuesday night the .strikers at the Coshoclou lila-s plant re- 


sorted to violence and Sylvester Adams and Charles Wilson were 
badly beaten by four young men who wiv doing picket 
dmv. 


Adams was on his way to work and re!used 
to stay 
out 
when 


siopIMHl by the pickets. Wikon tried to protect Adams and i.-> said 
to have been knocked down and brutally kicked before his assail- 
ants could be stopped. 


t'ntil about 7 o'clock last uigt pickets were stationed at all 


approaches to the plant and it was, rumored that a plot to dyna- 
mite the building was on foot. llowe\er, this failed to materialize 
and the strikers denied the rumor. 


A crowd of about 40 strikers "celebrated" the occasion by 


(having several kegs of beer brought to the ''Red Sea'' just below 
the plant and because «oiue of the men became intoxicated it was 
thought that further violence was planned. 
Sheriff Pharion and 


his deputy. James McDonald. Chief Mapel and Special Onk-er Alex 
McDonald were called to the scene of the spree but the eelebrat-- 
ors had made their departure before the officers arrived. 


Police were stationed at all of the saloons and reports in the 


vicinity of the plant Tuesday night and the strikers were uot" al- 
lowed to eongresrate. 


Strike Planned Monday 


The strike, it is said, was plan- 


ned Monday, but the plans were 
partly spoiled Tuesday 
morning 


when Tod Payne. Adam Mohler. 
Tom Baaahaii and Jack Rodgers. 
four of the alleged "ring lead- 
ers"7 were discharged and 60 oth- 
er -employes refused to work long- 
er. A proposition was made to the 
officials of the plant by a com- 
mittee of strikers composed of 
Harvey KerJIn, Tom JJanaaham. 
Jack Rcdgers and Glen Riches- 
son who waited upon Secretary

Demand Turned Down 


The first proposition was to in- 


crease the pay of the ''snap up"' 
and "carrying in" boys on the 
night shiit from $2 to -S2.40 per 
day. the extra pay to be given 
only when the employe >had work- 
ed 11 full shifts during the pay. 
"When this demand -was refused 
the men stated that they -would 
not return to work until the rate 
for night work was raided uncon- 
ditionally from -$2 to $"2.40 a day. 
TJntH tiie strikers go back to "work 
or their places are filled, the plant 
cannot be operated as the ivork of 
the blowers depends largely upon 
the "snapper.-." and '"earners"' 
and the work of tin- men in the 
shipping and packing depart- 
ments depends entirely upon the 
ivork of the blov.ers.

KING GEORGE SHOT 


DOWN BY A MANIAC 


SALONIKA, TURKEL, MAARCH 18—While walking in the 


street this afternoon. King George I, of Greece, was shot and 
mortally wounded by an apparently insane man and died one-half 
hour later. The assassin is a Greek named Aleko Schoinas, who 
v.ithout giving any warning of his murderous intentions, walked 
up behind his intended victim and fired point blank, the bullet 
lodging in the king's back. 


ASSASSIN ARRESTED 


The murderer was at once taken into custody by the mon- 


arch's bodyguard an-i hurried off to prison. The victim was car- 
ried into a nearby residence aad physicians hurriedly summoned 
but it was soon seen that the wound was a mortal one and in a 
comparatively short time, he passed away. 


ACT OF MANIAC 


Crown Prince Constantine, who is stationed with the Greek 


troops at Janina, was informed of the tragedy and at once started 
for this city. There is nothing to indicate a political motive in the 
assassination and the crime was apparently merely the act of a 
maniac.
